Mr. Hughes, who is an Independent 
member of the House of Represent¬ 
atives. having been relieved of min¬ 
isterial responsibility when tfie 
Bruce-Earle administration was 
formed a year ago. was the wartlm- 
Prime Minister of Australia, and dur- 
I ing the war years came to Vlctotia 
en route to England. Always spec¬ 
tacular in his movements, a state¬ 
ment was issued that the Prime Min¬ 
ister would catch the boat train at 
Adelaide, Instead of whlch#a tug was 
held in a cove of Hydney Harbor, 
which conveyed him on board th* 
Makura off Hydney Heads, an hour or 
two later. 

He Is still the most picturesque 
figure In Australia, with a record be¬ 
hind him ot station rider, sheep 
shearer, teacher and lawyer. In Syd¬ 
ney he built up a wonderful connec¬ 
tion with the dockers and whnrf 
workers, from which he went Into 
politics. He became the aide of Rt.;

WtlilMARKETS 

Displacing United States 
.Flour, American Tariff Com¬ 
mission is Told 

Washington. Feb. 17.—Flour mill¬ 
ing interests argued before the United 
States Tariff Commission yesterday 
for maintenance of ths present tariff 
relationship between wheat, flour and 
wheat products. They were unable, 
however, to produce production cost* 
of wheat feeds desired by the com¬ 
mission. and adjournment was taken 
until to-day. when the commission 
expects to conclude its hearings on 
the costs of wheat, flour and feed 
production in connection with the 
application for a tariff Increase on 
wheat naked by the Wheat Council of 
the United States. The millers testi¬ 
fied Canadian millers were able to 
put down a barrel of flour In New 
York, after paying a duty of $1.5$. j 
for seven cent* less than It costa 
American millers to place flour on 
the New York market. They pointed 
out that If the wheat duty were in¬ 
creased fifty per cent, and a corre¬ 
sponding increase were not placed on 
flour. Canadian millers would be able 
to undersell United States millers In 
the New York market to the extent 
of 77 cent# a barrel. 

BOLD IN LONOON 

Canadian flour was selling in Lon¬ 
don a week ago for the equivalent of 
$5.50 per barrel.^one miller testified, 
stating an equal grade of that flour 
could not be produced In Minneapolis 
for that amount. Th# Canadian 
millers. It was stated, had crowded 
American flour off the British and 
Continental market*, end were mak¬ 
ing inroad* on th* American export 
flour trade In the West Indie* 
through their ability to sell at lower 
price* apd with the aid of preferential 
tariffs granted by th# British colon¬ 
ies. Only the United Slates trad* 
and such markets as they could de¬ 
velop In 8outh and Central America, 
together with the Orient, were left to 

the United States millers. ! -* 

GAVE INFORMATION 

Fred J. Ling ham. of Lock port. N. 
Y.. Bernard J. Rothwell of Boston, 
and John Crosby of Minneapolis, 
testified on behalf of the milling in¬ 
terests and were questioned by mem¬ 
bers of the commission on various 
technical matters. 

Asked as to the method of distri¬ 
buting the costs of milling and mark¬ 
eting of flour and milled feed, the 
millers explained that, being com¬ 
monly sold at less than the cost of 
the wheat and on a basis of supply 
and demand, th* entire cost of mill¬ 
ing and also loss Incident to selling 
feeds below cost of wheat should be 
assessed against flour. 

In order to arrive at a basis on 
which It could be determined whether 
the present fifteen per cent, sd val¬ 
orem duty on bran and other feeds 
should be changed to correspond with 
ths proposed wheat duty, the com¬ 
mission requested the millers to pre¬ 
pare statistics on tbs cost of produc¬ 
ing milled feeds. 

In its own investigation the com¬ 
mission found the total cost of wheat, 
milling, marketing and administra¬ 
tive expense in the production of 
wheat feeds to be $1.11 per 100 
pounds in ths United States and 95 
cents in Canada.

The Liberals, however, tempered 
their attitude and were satisfied yes¬ 
terday with l*rcmler MacDonald s as¬ 
surance that no Illegal expenditure 
had or would be sanctioned, and that 
the administration of relief by the 
Poplar guardians was not defended 
either by himself or by the Health 
Minister. He also promised an in¬ 
quiry into the working of the poor 
law. 

The Liberal motion condemning 
Mr. Wheatley's action as “calculated 
to -encourage illegality and extrav¬ 
agance" was talked out. as was the 
Conservative amendment demnnding 
that the “amount of the poor law re¬ 
lief be calculated on a lower scale 
than the earnings of the independent 
workman who is maintaining himself 
by labor.’*
